Each year, community 
colleges submit a variety of 
"Best Practices ' that corre- 
spond to annual award cate- 
gories. This year, the 18th 
for the Exemplary 
Initiatives Awards competi- 
tion. NCI A officials solicit- 
ed entries in six broad areas; 
Student Retention and 
Success, Curriculum 

Innovation, Organizational 
Change, Assessment of 
Student Learning, 

Workforce Development, 
and Responding to 
Community Needs. 

'Bach to Rock," a pro- 
gram founded by voice 
instructor Glinda 

Blackshear, was selected as 
one of two "co-winners" in 
the Responding to 
Community Needs category. 

Created in response to a 
lack of funding for fine arts 
in the curriculum of the pub- 
lic schools of Alabama. 
Blackshear and Shelton 
State Community College 
created a vocal performing 
ensemble. Bach to Rock, an 
ensemble with innovative 
activities and approach to 
music education. 

Made up of students 
from Shelton State, Bach to 
Rock functions in collabora- 
tion and partnership with the 
Tuscaloosa Arts Council 
which schedules its per- 
formances in local elemen 
tary schools as a part of their 
efforts to provide and 
enhance art education. 

Each year, Bach to Rock 
performs before almost 
4.000 young children. 
Bach to Rock is not a show 
choir but an ensemble of 



eight to ten selected stu- 
dents. Its purpose is to 
introduce elementary school 
students to various styles of 
music not normally part of 
their experience and to do so 
with energetic and attractive 
college students who, per- 
haps, have a better chance 
than parents and teachers of 
convincing youngsters that 
knowing good music is a 
"cool thing" to do. 

A typical Bach to Rock 
program includes classical, 
sacred, and American popu- 
lar music and contains 
examples ranging from Old 
English, German. French, 
and Italian arts songs opera. 
chants and hymns, spiritu- 
als, and contemporary 
gospel. Selections from 
American popular music 
include barbershop, big 
band jazz, classic rock, folk 
songs, country. Blue grass. 
and musical theatre. The 
group performs with live 
accompaniment, and the 
director defines musical 
terms for the young audi- 
ence and provides an histor- 
ical perspective on what 
they are hearing. 

Bach to Rock is a college 
class for which students 
receive credit; however. 
they must audition for the 
privilege of membership. 
The audition process itself is 
an innovation. Under the 
supervision of Blackshear. 
former members of Bach to 
Rock choose those who may 
join the current version, 
based on musical talent, per- 
forming ability, and the 
"personality" skills for 
group cohesion and for 
communication with young 
children. 

Although elementary 
school children are the pri- 
mary audience for Bach to 
Rock, the group performs at 
numerous other venues 
throughout the year, includ- 
ing high schools, senior citi- 
zens groups, churches, and 
civic clubs. The group is in 
its second decade of per- 
formances, providing com- 
pelling music education in 
West Alabama.

can always do something to 
help.

The college experience 
gave participants with a 
hands-on introduction to 
diverse career possibilities, 
enable them to better identi- 
fy their career aspirations 



and help them understand 
the educational opportuni- 
ties available to them. 

Participating student 
chose an area that interested 
them from the four pro- 
grams offered in the pilot 
project.

According to a report 
issued in the Dec. 4, 2006 
issue of Community College 
Week, Shelton State 
Community College ranked 
22nd in growth nationally 
of the top 50 two year 
schools with enrollment 
between 5,000 and 9,999 
students.
